The Akron Metropolitan Housing Authority continues to place an added emphasis on new housing
options and re-engineering the housing stock it owns and operates. Examples of these objectives are
continued HOPE VI activities, disposition of unneeded excess property, replacement housing plan(s)
implementation, planning activities for obsolete facilities, implementation of a comprehensive
homeownership program and increasing capacity through the possible use of Capital Fund financing.
AMHA implemented the Section 8/HCV P homeownership program in 2004 and anticipates initiation of
the public housing homeownership program in FY 2007. We continue to administer successful Family
Self Sufficiency programs with the recognition of the synergy between these initiatives and
homeownership.

AMHA is planning to issue approximately $15,500,000 of bonds which will be funded over a 20-year
term from the Capital Fund. Debt service is estimated at $1,200,000 annually. The bond proceeds will
be used to accelerate capital improvement work normally funded annually from the CFP. AMHA will
also implement RHF Plan #1 in this planning year with the anticipated acquisition of a (presently)
market rate property.

The Housing Authority is also considering the use of Housing Choice Vouchers as project-based
assistance when the use of such assistance will facilitate the development of new housing choices as
identified by the AMHA.. Use may be limited to projects where the AMHA has a vested interest in the
production of said housing provided al such use is permitted by regulation. Changes have been made to
the Administrative Plan for the Housing Choice VVoucher Program. A summary of changesis attached.

The rehabilitation of scattered sites will be the major emphasis in the capital improvements program.
AMHA is will continue to move aggressively toward project-based management to the extent possible
during HUD’ s transition phase.

Public Review and Comment: The Plan was presented to the Resident Advisory Board on January 24,
2006. No comments received. However, the R.A.B. signed a petition in support of the Plan. The
public comment period was February 3, 2006 through March 22, 2006 with a public hearing conducted
on March 22", Comments were received, reviewed and in some cases, incorporated.
